Cycle of Prayer: Our prayers today are aimed at the diocese which 
must surely have the longest name of them all. It's the Diocese of 
Argentina, and Eastern South America with the Falkland Islands. Their 
Bishop is Cyril James Tucker who is a very vigorous man covering many 
miles in his ministry and achieving some notable progress in develop- 
ing an indigenous Spanish-speaking church. Within our own diocese we 
are remembering the Parkland Mission, which also has a lengthy name 
as it includes St. David's, Elnora; St. Columbia, Delburne; Holy 
Trinity, Pine Lake; St. Hilda, Arthurvale. The incumbent is Gerald 
Tearne, a Calgary man who gave up his former occupation to enter the 
ministry and was ordained last May. 

Christian Unity: Throughout the world an Octave of Prayer for 
Christian Unity is observed from January 18th to 25th. One of the 
exciting and dynamic features of the whole ecumenical movement is 
that none of us knows just where the Spirit of God is going to take 
us and what the future holds. Certainly we can all be surprised and 
more than pleased to see what changes have taken place to so greatly 
improve relations between Protestants, Roman Catholics, Orthodox and 
Anglicans in the past fifteen years. The call to prayer is another 
summons to be open to the will of God, and if our prayérs are for 

His will to be done then we may see further advances. At the time 
this leaflet goes to print plans are being made for a Joint Service 
of Prayer to be held in St. Gerard's Church, Elbow Drive at 89th 
Avenue, next Sunday, January 21st, at 3 p.m. Invitations are being 
extended to all Roman Catholic, United, Presbyterian and Anglican 
churches in south Calgary to share in this Service.

AN ADVENT PROCESSION WITH CAROLS 


In the old Liturgies of the Church, the 
Advent Offices made a very vivid preparation 
for the coming of Our Lord to earth. This 
Carol Service, which is taken largely from 
the one used in King's College, Cambridge, 
is designed to include as many of these 
features as possible. Properly, the choir 
should be moving in Procession from West to 
East, from ‘Darkness to Light’, but the 
short length of our Nave only allows us to 
do this symbolically. First, from the side 
door the ancient Responsory of Advent Sunday 
Matins announces the hope of the Messiah. 
After a Bidding Prayer and a Carol the choir 
enters, singing St. Ambrose's great hymn, 
"Come, thou Redeemer of the earth". Prophet- 
ic lections alternate with carols. Finally 
the Gospel of the Redemption replaces the 
Prophets and the whole congregation stands to 
say with the Minister the last Responsory of 
Advent, and to sing the great Advent hymn, 
"O come, Emmanuel”.

Our Anglican Church of Canada is committed to new levels of support for 
the work of the Church in the North and the world church. Anglican Appeal 
76, with its target of $500,000 will enable us to continue, next year, this sup- 
port of ministry and mission in Canada and overseas. 


‘There have been big changes because of the Appeal,’ says the Reverend 
Harold Munn, who serves three small communities in the Yukon. ‘There’s 
been an increase in our stipends in the last two years,-and that’s been most 
welcome. I’m aware of the fact that the church is concerned about us, and 
that’s important also.’ 

Increases in, salaries; higher travel allowances; more funds for conferences 
of clergy and northern workers. These are some of the changes that have 
come to the Church in the North as a-result of Anglican Appeal. 

Appeal funds are combined with money from the national budget to make 
up the yearly ‘block grants’ to assisted dioceses. From the Appeal $370,000 
will go, in 1977, for the work of the Church in the North. 


Our Anglican Church of Canada, as the third most wealthy church in the 
Anglican Communion, has a vital role to play in supporting world mission. 

Ten different mission consultations held around the world have shown that 
the young churches need assistance to deal with their exciting opportunities 
for mission and service. 

The Appeal 76 target originally designated $95,000 for work overseas. 
Because the struggling young churches are hard hit by the combined effects 
` -of inflation and monetary devaluation, the National Executive Council;* - 
meeting in May, 1976, proposed an ‘extra challenge’ of an additional ` `~ 
$100,000 for overseas work. 

If Anglicans respond with the generosity they showed in the last two years, 
a total of $195,000 will then be available for the world church through 
Appeal 76. f

TRINITY SUNDAY. The Feast of the Most Holy Trinity “is 
an ancient celebration of the Church wherein the focus 
is given to the central fact that our faith is in God 
who has revealed Himself to us in Three Persons: 
Father, Son and Spirit. While we acknowledge this 
prime belief in many ways, it is salutary for us to be 
reminded that it is our distinctive Christian belief 
that the God whom we know and worship is Three Persons 
and one God. There is the logical sequence in our 
Christian calendar that takes us from the celebration 
of the Son (Christmas), the Holy Spirit (Pentecost), to 
today when we incorporate all Three Persons in one 
festival. 


TRINITY SEASON. Today also marks the commencement of 
that half of the year when our attention is devoted to 
the teachings of Christ. We have just concluded the 
other half when we noted the events of Christ's life 
from his Birth through to his Ascension; and now we 
shall contemplate the meaning of his message and 
miracles until we return again to Advent Sunday in the 
fall. 


SUMMER ITEMS. During June there will be coffee served 
after the 10 o'clock Service, and it will be on the 
lawn as long as weather permits. The A.Y.P.A. are 
hosts this month, and this also gives us an opportunity 
to acknowledge with much gratitude the service rendered 
by many ladies and their convenor, Mrs. Jean Jeal, who 
staff the coffee hour for the other months of the year. 


HABITAT. Much has been written in the daily press and 
appears on other news media to bring to our attention 
in Canada the international gathering that focussed on 
the housing needs of the world. There were many Cal- 
garians at this event, and we hope that in the fall, 
perhaps in the Sunday Seminar series, there will be an 
Opportunity to hear first-hand of this important United 
Nations gathering. 


CYCLE OF PRAYER. Today brings to our prayerful atten- 
tion the Churches of the northern half of the Indian 
continent. The United Church of Pakistan is a success- 
ful merger of several Christian bodies including the 
Anglican Church; the Church of Bangladesh is a part of 
the Anglican Communion that has survived the many calam- 
ities of that struggling nation. our prayers are for 
all the people of these two neighbouring nations. 

In our own diocese we remember the Parish of St. Cyprian 
in north-west Calgary and their Rector, Canon Gordon 
Dickin. 


VIEWPOINT *76. We are happy to report that well over 
700 replies to this questionnaire were received. The 
process of coding and key~punching these returns so 
that a comprehensive report can be obtained is now in 
progress. There were also some 30 in-depth interviews 
carried out, and a good portion have been completed.

Nothing could be further from the truth as 
understood by the writers of the New Testament. On the 
contrary, - -the Feast of The Ascension commemorates that 
event by’ which the limited physical presence of Jesus 
became a universal spiritual presence, the presence of 
Christ ‘the King through whom the Father reigns over ali. 
of His creation. ‘Thus during Ascensiontide we celebrate 
Christ as King, -the King ‘whose presence and whose glory 
are to be found not just in a small country of the East- 
ern. world, ‘but in all of God's creation. 


NEXT. SUNDAY at the 8. 00 and 10.00 o'clock Services we 
shall be observing WHITSUNDAY or PENTECOST. Both of 
these names are used to designate that Festival in the 
Christian Year which commemorates the coming of the 
Holy Spirit upon the disciples in the Upper Room. It 
is often referred to as the birth of the Church since 
it was the gift.of the Spirit which molded the first 
followers of Jesus into that Body through which His 
continuing presence in the world was to be made manifest.

Opening Prayers 


Commentary. 
The music we are about to hear this morning is REQUIEM by the 19th century. 
French composer, Gabriel Fauré. It is a musical setting of the texts which 
comprise a Requiem Mass, a celebration of the Holy Eucharist which commemo- 
rates and prays for the departed. Such services form an. integral. part of 
the Christian tradition of worship and give substance to our S e pama 
affirmation in the Creed; “that we believe in the Communion of Saints.- It 
is right and it is fitting that Christians should remember in prayer thei 
loved onés now départed, as one important means by which we express and ex- 
perience our fellowship in Jesus with those who have gone before us. In 
the Introit and Kyrie the tone for the whole Service is set, as we remember 
that Geath must come to all, or as the Introit itself puts it, "all flesh 
shali, come ta, thee". ..For those to whom death has come, we pray eternal 
rést, perpetual light, unending peace. 


INTROIT AND KYRIE: Eternal rest grant them, O Lord, and let perpetual light 
sine upon them. A hymn, O God, becometh Thee in Sion, and a vow shall be 
paid to.Thee.in' Jerusalem. O Lord, hear my prayer, all flesh shall come:to .

Commentary’. 
AS we read the words of this text, we are made aware that much of the symbol- 
ism surrounding the ideas of death and judgment in this work stems from the 
mediaeval. period, a period far removed in its thought patterns from our-own. 
The natural human fear os death and judgment is reflected in such phrases 
‘as "the pains of hell", "the deep pit", “the mouth of the lion" and “the 
dark lake". However strange and foreboding such phrases may seem, let us 
concentrate our attention on the words which form the -central prayer of the. 
Offertory, "Grant, O Lord, that they may pass from death to life", in accord- 
arice with the ancient promise to Abraham, and through him to all the ‘people 
of God. Death for the Christian is a door leading from one dimension of 
Life: to another, a gateway -into a richer, fuller life than we can ever ‘know 
on earth. As we remember those who have already passed through that gate- 
way ‘we give thanks in our knowledge and conviction that they have in Paar 
passed from death to life.: “ ‘ 


‘ORFERTORY: O Lord Jesus Christ, ‘King of Glory, deliver the souls of the 
departed from the pains of Hell and from the deep pit; save them from the 
mouth of the lion, nor allow the dark lake to swallow them up, nor darkness . 
to enshroud them. With our prayers, O Lord, we offer a sacrifice of praise;: 
do ‘Thou receive it on.behalf of those souls whom we this day commemorate. . 
Gant, O Lord, that they may pass from death to life; which Thou didst 
promise to Abraham and to his seed. Amen. 


Commentary. ; 

The familiar words of the Sanctus, "Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord Zod- of Hosťsp.. 
Heaven and earth are full of thy glory", are particularly appropriate in a 
service of commemoration and memorial. They remind us that the holiness - 
and glory of God are reflected equally in this world and in the world to 
caine. We on this side of Jordan and they on the other share together in 

che great human calling of showing forth something of the unspeakable beauty 
and splendour of our God. This shared calling draws us ever closer together 
with those who have gone before us into the nearer presence of. our God.“ En’ 
the Pie Jesu we reiterate the prayer with which the Service began, "Grant 
them rest, grant them rest eternal."

This question is part of the narrative in Mark’s Gospel chapter 

16 when Jesus’ faithful followers were preparing to go and visit the 

tomb where His body had been laid. It reinforces the point that they 

did not know or expect Jesus to have risen; they were still occupied 

bbe very practical matters, such as anointing and shrouding the 
sA 


In sharp contrast to this rather mundane concern is the fact that 
Jesus has already risen. He has cut across all their misconceptions 
of who He is and broken all the confinements that they felt death 
would impose. He is now alive and free — not in the tomb any 
more — but out in the world confronting people. 


While they were worrying about who will roll away the stone, 
it has already been done and God's plan is unfolding. It is another 
instance of that old maxim sometimes seen on ald-fashioned wall 
hangings, “while men contemplate God acts”. 


Easter is a challenge in two forms. It confronts us with an 
accomplished fact in that Jesus’ resurrection happened without 
human participation. It is another sheer act of God to demonstrate 
His love and power. This then makes us consider how much He 
has done and continues to do for us beyond our desiring or deserv- 
ing. The other challenge is to drop the mental and intellectual 
fussiness about how and why He does it, and instead engage in the 
“new life” offered as a participant in that Resurrection. To have 
the desire to live beyond death is no evasion of life’s reality now. 
To live one’s life now in the certainty of that Resurrection is the 
Christian stance, and it makes a very real difference to all our 
attitudes and affirmations about life. 


As an “Easter Christian” each of us lives in possession of the 
assurance that we share in the victory of Christ over sin and death. 
None of us is a captive or slave to these negatives in life. Rather, 
with thankful and joyous hearts we can affirm that our faith is ina 
Living Lord who saves us from defeat and calls us to believe and 
share in His victorious life. 


In this belief and confidence we share our Easter celebrations 
with each other in the fellowship of our Risen Christ.

IN THE ANGLICAN CYCLE OF PRAYER this week we remember 


the Anglican Consultative Council whose Current meeting 
began last Tuesday. The Secretary-General of the 
Council is Bishop John Howe of the Episcopal Church 
U.S.A., and the responsibility of this body is to con- 
sult together with regard to the present and future 
mission of the Anglican Communion as a whole. Anglicans 
understandably guard very jealously their membership in 
a body which is more than simply national in scope. We 
treasure the fact that in most parts of the world the 
Anglican Communion is present and exhibits an influence 
upon the life of the world in accordance with its ex- 
tension into so many parts of the world. In our own 
diocese we remember on this Fourth Sunday in Lent the 
Big Country Parish: Castor, Consort and Coronation; 
David Rogers, Incumbent. 


This is also Mothering Sunday or Refreshment Sunday: 

we pray therefore for all families and particularly for 
those who are called to the vocation of motherhood. We 
pray for all those groups in our society who are con- 
cerned to strengthen family ties. Refreshment Sunday 
has traditionally been to some extent a lighter moment 
in the Lenten Season. In some branches of the Christian 
Church the Lenten purple is replaced on this one Sunday 
by a rose colour; it speaks to us of the fact that in 
the midst of our Lenten Season of penitence we rejoice 
in the fact that forgiveness is always available 
through the Cross and Resurrection of Jesus.

IN RESPONSE TO A NUMBER OF INQUIRIES from individuals 


and congregations across the country, the Secretary of 
the Primate's World Relief and Development Fund sends 
out the following information with regard to our own 
Church's response to the Guatemala earthquake: The 
Christian Churches of the world are working together to 
respond to the need created by this disaster, and it is 
expected that something in the vicinity of $500,000 will 
be sent to Guatemala from the various Christian bodies. 
The Primate's World Relief and Development Fund has al- 
ready sent $25,000. In addition to this financial 
help, the Primate's World Relief and Development Fund 
has also been involved in the delivery of food stuffs, 
blankets and water purification pills to the disaster 
areas. Every conceivable effort is being made to en- 
sure that the money and goods being delivered will in 
fact be used for the purposes for which they are in- 
tended.

HE DWELT AMONG US. 

"No other Christian feast has penetrated so deeply 
into our experience as Christmas. Our main experience 
at that time is that God has said Yes to the world. He 
did not enter a strange world, but ‘came to his own 
home' (John 1.11). This means that our world is not 
just our own home - and not just our world, but our 
whole experience and everything that happens to us; even 
our very own selves. All this doesn't belong to us 
alone. God holds sway in everything: a dynamic quality 
pointing to something beyond our understanding. 

“What is the basic content of the birth of Jesus 
and how should we react to it? On the one hand, it is 
a message of joy. On the other, it is a call to follow 
Jesus. We have to bear both aspects in mind if we are 
to think effectively as Christians about the mystery of 
Christmas and really to carry out the duty it imposes 
on us. 


A message of ‘joy. — 

"Let us consider joy first. An angel - in other 
words, God himself in his mediatory form - has said to 
us: ‘I bring you good news of great joy' (Luke 2.10). 
There is so little joy in the world that in a sense it 
was necessary for an angel to come to us and call on us 
to live in joy. God is joy and he became man. As man, 
he dwelt among us. Since that time, the Christian's 
task has been to radiate joy into the world. 

"But most of the time our life is without lustre. 
It is narrow, colourless and dull. We drag on our 
weary way, crushed by indifference. We are overworked, 
lonely, sick, and separated from those we love. We 
often find it difficult to reconcile faith with life as 
we experience it. 

"Yet the Christmas angel spoke God's word to us 
in that very same life: 'I bring you good news of great 
joy'! In other words, anyone can be unhappy, but you 
mustn't. You have to make an effort to be happy. Put 
your worries aside at least today. Make this Christmas 
day the day of joy. 

"This Christmas joy is a power that can change 
the world. It can give our fellow men a little more 
strength to carry on. Since God became man, we know 
that ‘as you did it to one of the least of these my 
brethren, you did it to me' (Matt. 26. 31-40). Christ- 
ianity is there as an event wherever our fellow men are 
seen in their need and are accepted by us. Whatever 
else we may do, however useful or even sublime it may 
be, is of secondary importance compared with our love 
of our neighbour. Christ tells us, when talking about 
the Last Judgment in Matthew, that the love of God is 
shown in our love of our neighbour. This is a funda- 
mental and unsurpassable aspect of Jesus's birth."

The picture on the front of this bulletin is of Mount Babel in the Canadian Rockies. Its 
name comes from its incomplete appearance for it looks as though its development had 
been arrested. 

The story in the eleventh chapter of Genesis tells of how man’s attempt to build a city with 
a tower reaching to heaven was confounded by God and mankind was scattered. In the sec- 
ond chapter of Acts we find a reversal of what happened at the tower of Babel. When the 
Holy Spirit came upon the pilgrims who had gathered for the Feast of the Grain Harvest 
called Pentecost “every man heard them speak in his own language”. The barriers were 
broken down and new unity and understanding were realized. 

When the Bible is possessed by all people and knowledge of “the wonderful works of 
God” becomes their common possession the human race is set in a new direction. The Ca- 
nadian Bible Society seeks to join with God in His mission to bring man under God’s sover- 
eignty and into a genuine brotherhood. To communicate the message of the Scriptures 
barriers have to be overcome: 


There are 3,000 languages and dialects. At the present time at least one book of the Bible 
has been circulated in over 1,500 languages. This means that the Scriptures are in the lan- 
guages spoken by 97% of the people of the world. However, the task is by no means 
completed for the complete Bible is in only 255 languages and the New Testament in 614. A 
continual need is for revision and new translations so the Scriptures are in the living lan- 
guage as it is spoken and clearly understood. The Bible Society is currently engaged in 600 
translation projects for which the translations budget is $1,500,000. 


One of the major divisions of the human race is poverty which divides us into “haves” and 
“have nots”. 75% of the world’s goods are consumed by 25% of the world’s population and 
most, if not all, who read this bulletin are in the 25%. 

The Canadian Bible Society helps people in 150 countries who cannot afford to pay the 
cost of the Scriptures to have a copy in their own language. 

The Canadian Bible Society requires over one million dollars annually in gifts to share the 
Bread of Life with those who otherwise would not have a copy of the Scriptures. Here is a 
practical and meaningful way to overcome the barrier of poverty and to help people find the 
new life which will improve their position in life and also give them the promise of eternal life. 

As you pray, contribute money and assist in Scripture distribition in your own community 
you help to overcome the barriers which prevent the Word of God from being possessed, 
read and understood. For 171 years the Bible Society has been fulfilling this role and the 
work increases every year. Every Christian can share in the work of the Canadian Bible So- 
ciety and help communicate the message which heals a broken and divided world.

AN ADVENT PROCESSION WITH CAROLS 


In the old Liturgies of the Church, the 
Advent Offices made a very vivid preparation 
for the coming of Our Lord to earth. This 
Carol Service, which is taken largely from 
the one used in King's College, Cambridge, 
is designed to include as many of these 
features as possible. Properly, the choir 
should be moving in Procession from West to 
East, from 'Darkness to Light', but the 
short length of our Nave only allows us to 
do this symbolically. First, from the side 
door the ancient Responsory of Advent Sunday 
Matins announces the hope of the Messiah. 
After a Bidding Prayer and a Carol the choir 
enters, singing St. Ambrose's great hymn, 
"Come, thou Redeemer of the earth". Pro- 
phetic lections alternate with carols. 
Finally the Gospel of the Redemption replaces 
the Prophets and the whole congregation 
stands to say with the Minister the last 
Responsory of Advent, and to sing the great 
Advent hymn, "O come, Emmanuel".

DEAR FRIENDS: 

Most of you will already know that over a year 
ago I was named by the Anglican Church of Canada to be 
one of its three delegates to the World Council of 
Churches’ Fifth Assembly in Nairobi, Kenya, November 23 
to December 10. I feel this is a very great honour to 
be chosen as the sole priest-delegate from Canada, and 
an honour for our parish, since undoubtedly this exper- 
ience will be reported and shared upon my return. 

Under the allowable travel arrangements we will fly to 
Africa via Rio de Janeiro, and through the courtesy of 
the Bishop of Central Brazil I hope to see something of 
church life in that portion of South America. From 
there we cross to South Africa to stay with Bishop 
Walter Wade, Suffragan Bishop of Cape Town. In this 
area I intend to see how the Church copes with the dif- 
ficulties of a society governed by apartheid policies. 
On arrival in Nairobi there are a few days before the 
Assembly begins, and in that time hopefully something 
of this beautiful country will be seen. The gathering 
of the World Council is a very large affair - something 
like 2500 people, from 300 member churches in 91 count- 
ries - and it lasts for 18 days. The conference time 
is heavily booked with many sessions and much work. 
When it concludes we will fly directly home via London 
and Toronto. Our son Mark will accompany me (having 
raised his own fare), and has applied to the Assembly 
to serve as a Steward at the sessions. As you know, 
ecumenical work has always been a vital interest for 
me, and I ask your prayers and support in this signifi- 
cant undertaking. 

The thoughtfulness and interest shown by so 
Many in this trip is most heart-warming, and Mark and 
I are most grateful.

DARKNESS TO LIGHT. 


“The first day of the week cometh Mary Magdalene early, when it was yet 
dark, unto the sepulchre, and seeth the stone taken away from the sepulchre“. 
John 20:1. 


“When it was yet dark” — Is there any significance to the fact that the 
first discovery of Jesus’ resurrection took place in the dark pre-dawn hours of 
the third day following His death? How startling it must have been for Mary 
and her friends to make that discovery in the dark. Were they scared, over- 
whelmed, shocked, skeptical? Maybe they felt all these emotions — or none 
at all. What they did do was go and share the news of the empty tomb with 
their companions. In turn these others came and confirmed the fact that the 
burying place of Jesus was now vacant. So they progressed from uncertainty 
to clarity — and this clarity became absolute conviction as later the same 
morning they encountered the Risen Lord in the garden and they speak with 
Him and know Him. So the darkness of unbelief and uncertainty gives way 
to the light of reality and truth as they meet and recognize their Lord on the 
first Easter morning. 

There's a parallel for everyone in that progression from darkness to light. 
We all start out in life “in the dark” — not knowing very much about our life 
or its meaning. Gradually we acquire some insights and it begins to have 
purpose, dignity and meaning — or so we hope. For the Christian this pro- 
gression has a gigantic breakthrough when we believe and acknowledge Jesus’ 
death and resurrection as having happened for us to bring us out of darkness 
and sin into His own life and light. Then, as we believe and live in the joy of 
His resurrection (whereby we partcipate in His eternal life now) our Easter 
becomes an exhilarating festival of thanksgiving and praise for the victory of 
Our Lord Jesus Christ over sin and death. 

May your Eastertide be blessed with this glad message singing in your 
hearts, and bring you much joy and peace in believing.

These 
cards can be turned in any time through the collection plates or to the Church 
Office. 

Your special Easter offering envelope (sent out with the Clapper prior to 
Holy Week) provides an opportunity to respond to this major Christian festival 
with a thankoffering. The proceeds of these offerings are anticipated to meet 
all the parish goals and commitments stated in the budget. 

The Primate’s World Relief and Development Fund was given special 
mention on the fourth Sunday in Lent, but is a need that goes on all year. This 
worthy appeal accomplishes two prime objectives. It creates a central fund 
out of which our Canadian Anglican Church can respond rapidly to crises 
wherever they occur in the world. It also generates money to be used in 
developmental programs that are designed to improve the ability of people in 
depressed areas to help themselves. So the Primate’s fund is both preventa- 
tive and curative help for people in many places in the world. The brochures 
and envelopes in the pews help us to understand and respond to this ongoing 
dimension of our Christian concern for others.

The Service tonight has a two-fold purpose: 
(a) to give thanks to God for the Gift given 
to the Church on the first Maundy Thursday, 
the gift of the Eucharist mađe at the Last 
Supper; and (b) to prepare our hearts and 
minds for the observance of the most solemn 
day of the Christian Year, Good Friday. The 
first part of the Service, the Eucharist it- 
self, is characterized by an atmosphere of 
joyful thanksgiving; we have attempted to em- 
phasize this by the use of the traditional 
eucharistic vestments in white and by dressing 
the altar in white, the colour of joy and 
thanksgiving (in striking contrast to the 
purple normally used in Lent and Holy Week). 
The Introit and Tract Psalms, the Gloria in 
Excelsis sung joyfully at the beginning of 

the Service, rather than at the end, the 
Gospel sung in the midst of the congregation, 
the use of servers carrying candles in pro- 
cession, the communion motet - all of these 
are symbols of the Church's deep sense of joy- 
ful thanksgiving as we recall liturgically 

the gift of this great Sacrament of love. 

But we also remember that this gift was given 
in the shadow of Good Friday's Cross, and so 
the Maundy Thursday liturgy ends on a very 
different note. After the Eucharist is over, 
the sanctuary is solemnly stripped of all its 
ornaments, the lights are dimmed; all of this 
to prepare us for Good Friday when our Lord 
was stripped of his clothing, of his human 
dignity, and all outward signs of his divinity; 
the day on which "there was darkness over all 
the land". The Service ends with the eloquent 
testimony of a darkened and barren sanctuary 
speaking to us of the events we shall be com- 
memorating in the Church tomorrow.

THE ANGLICAN CYCLE OF PRAYER: ‘The cycle of prayer this week directs 
our attention to the following areas and groups: the Province of 
Canterbury and Archbishop Donald Coggan, Archbishop of Canterbury; 
Akyab (Burma); Alaska; Alabama; Albani; Algoma, Ankole (Uganda) ; 
the Church of North India; and finally, national and local 
governments. 


As you may have noticed, the Anglican Cycle of Prayer this year is 
structured in a very different way - this year we are praying 
alphabetically! Presumably, the reason for this is to point out 
each week the breadth and extent of the Anglican communion through 
out the world. ‘Thus, during this week we remember the work of the 
church in such widely divergent areas as England, Burma, U.S.A., 
Canada, India and Africa. 


In our own diocese the prayer calendar commends to us this week 
the joint parish of St. George in the Pine, Banff and St. Michael, 
Canmore. We remember particularly Douglas Skoyles, Rector of these 
parishes. 


We are also asked on the first Sunday of each month to remember in 
our prayers the staff and congregation of Coventry Cathedral and 
the Cross and Nails Fellowship of which this diocese is a part. 

We pray for Harold Claude Noel Williams, Provost of the Cathedral, 
and for Cuthbert Bardsley, Bishop of Coventry.
